"The captain gave each boat twentv

1 tiled to 
drink some of the water. It was salty 
A breeze springing up in the night had 
dashed the spray over the gunwale and 
made the fresh water brackish. 


"I set a course west by north, Barba- 


dos, bearing 950 miles, as near as 1

went on to Pernambuco." 


"1 lost the rest of the boats," said

flashes Once in the night I saw the 
captain's fla&b and thought I was fall- 
ing behind. I then cracked on so fast 
that I outsailed the fleet and, having 
only eighteen pounds of bread and four 
and one-half gallons of water, conclud- 
ed I had no tome to waste. So I crowd- 
ed on for Barbados eleven nights and 
days. 


"Every morning and night 1 served 


to each man about a tablespoonful of 
water and half a biscuit It was hot at 
the last and we had continually to 
soak one another with sea water It 
was good weather, with the exception 
of the last five days, into Dominica "

Half a million in numbers, noted for 
their bravery and ferocity and imbued 
with the fanaticism and fatalism of the 
Mohammedan, tuis people will be a foe 
that, it is said, will prove far more dif- 
ficult to conquer than the natives of 
Luzon and Saniar. 


Under the policy adopted by the late 


President McKinley, the American au- 
thorities in the Philippines acted in the 
most conciliatory manner toward the 
Moros. 
This policy was fruitful of 


pe-cc until recently, when Major Gen- 
eral Chaffee it-ported to the war de- 
triment th.it the Moros had murdered 
several American soldiers. 
Demands 


for the surrender of the murderers 
-vere met by refusal fiom the datos, or 
chiefs. In the hope of effecting a set- 
tlement General Chaffee himself visited 
Mindanao, but the datos declined to 
meet him. 
Reports received by the war depart- 


ment regarding the armament of the 
Moros are conflicting. 
Some officers 


have declared that the people are pro- 
vided with a large number of guns and 
considerable ammunition; others say 
they have few rifles. All agree, bow- 
ever that they have plenty of bolos 
made of steel brought from Borneo 
Ma-or O. J. Sweet, commanding the 
Twenty-third infantry, informed the 
military governor of the Philippine Is 
laids that "it was reported that ther' 
T,-er» Krag rifles in the hands of th 
Moros of the island of Jolo. An inves 
ti-arion showed that they were all o 
the model later than any in the hand 
cf the Twenty-third infantry n:ul tha 
they were all bought iu :;.-C;..!.>o an 
brought to Jolo. There are four tha 
I know of. They will all be recovered. 
Major Sweet subsequently estimated 
that there were 7.000 guns in the island 
of Jolo alone. The Moros of Mindanao 
are believed to be equally well sup-

ferent dialects, and it may be possible 
to prevent their co-operation. All. how- 
ever profess the Mohammedan reli- 
-ion and this may induce them to act 
together against the Christian invader.

"I \ isited tUe house of repress ntn- 


thes the otlifr d:iy," reuwiked a stum 
?cr, "and I was impressed by one ci 
two facts which interested nte. 


"In this, one of the two great legisla- 


tive bodies of the United Stales, I ex- 
pected to see a great many—(lie major- 
ity, in fact—of the members of venera- 
ble aspect I could but observe the ab- 
sence of gray heads among the repre- 
sentatives. In short, men of \enirable 
aspect were so largely in the minority 
that I was at once struck with tbe 
fact. Mcst-of the membei s appeared to 
be young men and men in or under the 
age of middle life. I poirted out ru:;ny 
of the gentlemen on the floor- of yfnith- 
ful appearance and asked the door- 
keeper if they were really members of 
the house. He replied in all instances 
they were members and seemed sur- 
prised that I should ask -the question. 


"I consider this fact a striking illus- 


tration of the possibilities for (he 
young man in American political life. 
As I atn a foreigner and used to seeing 
grnybeards in high legislative and ex- 
ecutive positions on tbe continent the 
contrast was tbe more noticeable. I 
was also informed that the b:l! under 
debate had been before the house for 
several days, was bitterly contested 
and that much feeling existed on either 
side. The •feeling' the doorkeeper re- 
ferred to was not observable to me. If 
Americans consider tbe debates in tboir 
lower house to be •animated,' tbey 
should see what a really 'animated de- 
bate' amounts to in the French cham- 
ber of deputies. They would experience 
a change of mind. 


"I could also but remark upon the 


limited space in the galleries allotted 
to tbe general public, and I -was in- 
formed that this space had been even 
more curtailed during a reconstruction 
of the interior of the chamber last 
summer. I supposed, of course, that 
the best part of the galleries would iu 
this country be given over to the pub- 
lic. At every door but two I was re- 
fused admission Except upon the pro- 
duction of a card or a personal identifi- 
cation that I was a member of the dip- 
lomatic corps or one of the official gov- 
ernment family. In the space allotted 
to the public there were not over 100 
seats, if that number. Of course the 
seating capacity of the galleries is not 
great, but tbe reserved space must take 
up over 90 per cent, while I thought the 
opposite rule would be found to be 
true."—Washington Star.

His famous reply 
to Hayne, the greatest speech ever de- 
livered on the American continent, was 
largely made up of little reserves which 
he had picked up here and there iu his 
reading, from studying men and from 
observation. 


Many a prominent novelist has col- 


lected material for his stories by mak 
ing notes of his conversations with 
those he has met and by observation. 
Charles Dickens got a great deal of the 
matter for some of his novels in this 
way. 


One young man will go to a lecture 


and after spending an hour listening to 
the helpful, inspiring words of some 
prominent man will leave the ball or 
lecture room without having derived 
any benefit from tbe address. Another 
young man will attend the same lec- 
ture with an ambition to learn some 
thing. He will drink in tbe speaker's 
sentences as if he were never to heas- 
such words of encouragement and in- 
spiration again. At tbe conclusion of 
the address he will determine that he 
will make more of his opportunities in 
the future; that he will read more, 
think more, study more, be more th.in 
he ever was before. Such a young man 
has a purpose and is determined to 
learn something from everything he 
comes in contact with and from every- 
body he talks to. The other has no am- 
bition, does not throw himself into 
what he does, lets his mind wander 
hither and thither, so that he never 
wholly understands what people are 
saying and therefore never derives any 
benefit or information from those with 
whom he converses.—Orison Swett Mar- 
den in Success.

AN INCENSE PARTY. 


Etl«Bef«e of ma Interesting J«p.

If you ever receive an invitation to a 


Japanese incense party, accept 
it 


promptly and thankfully. It has no 
counterpart in our own social system 
and is as merry and pleasant an 'affair 
as can be imagined. The people of the 
mikado's laud have trained the nos- 
trils for generations the* same as we 
have trained the eye and ear. and they 
display a skill which at times is star- 
tling to a westerner. There is an odd 
etiquette to be followed in these social 
affairs. 
For the twenty-four hours 


preceding the party each guest must 
avoid the use of anythSne which ran 
produce any odor whatever. 
Scented 


soaps, perfumes, odorous foods and 
even spices :must be avoided. These 
prevent the user from smelling accu- 
rately and also interfere with the other 
members of the party. 


When you dress, be careful to put on 


no garment that has been kept in the 
neighborhood of camphor wood, tobac- 
co. bouquets, dried blossoms or scented 
powder. When you reach the house of 
your host, enter it as softly as you can 
and as slowly as possible. This is to 
prevent making a draft by the move- 
ment of your own body. 
Be equally 


leisurely in opening and closing doors. 
as a quick movement induces a sud- 
den r^sh of air. In the drawing room 
the hostess burns a series of incenses, 
usually four or five in number. Each 
guest is allowed to take three sniffs of 
each incense and must then jot down 
its name and number upon a card. 
Each of the four or five incenses is 
burned two or three times, so that the 
number of cards will vary from eight 
to fifteen. At the end the cards are 
laid out on the table, and the hostess 
reads the names of the incenses em- 
ployed. which are checked off upon 
the cards.
